 Congressionally authorized as Department of Defense (DoD) Civil Military Program in FY93 (10 USC 2193b) 

 Licensed STARBASE instructors provide hands-on, rigorous, and real-world experiences in a high-tech 

environment on military installations that inspire and educate students in STEM (Science, Technology, 

Engineering, and Mathematics) and expand their awareness of future STEM careers while providing a model and 

vision for STEM education to local school districts and educators 

 Operations, including staffing, technology, equipment, curriculum, supplies and other are funded by DoD; states 

and host military bases provide the facilities and support 

 STARBASE programs partner with local military volunteers, their local STEM industry, and other community 

organizations to further promote and advance STEM 

 Includes 25 hours instruction using a common core curriculum that meets or exceeds the national standards 

 Over 90,000 students participate annually in grades K-12 (basic and supplemental programs) with an average 

annual cost of approximately $450,000 per program 

 DoD STARBASE has 70 programs including Puerto Rico and two South Dakota Native American outreach sites  

 Administered by the DoD and hosted by the National Guard (52), Air Force (9), Air Force Reserve (4), Space 

Force (3), Army (1), and Marine Corps (1); NGB’s Office of Youth Programs co-administers the guard locations 

STARBASE EFFICACY 

 National student pre/post-test comparisons demonstrate an average 26% gain in STEM knowledge, skills and 

awareness 

 These same testing comparisons indicate an average student knowledge increase of 35% in Physics, 30% in Chemistry, 

24% in Engineering and Technology, and 20% in Mathematics    

 Student surveys demonstrate an average 81% increase in positive attitudes towards STEM; 76% of responses were 

statistically significant with the largest shifts in positive attitudes toward STEM subjects, the military, and STEM-

related careers 

 Participating local teachers give highest ratings for students’ improved understanding of science, interest in learning 

about science and technology, and increased student confidence

 Authorized for K-12; targeted for socio-economically disadvantaged elementary school students (mainly 5th graders) 

 Primarily focused toward Title 1 schools in urban and/or rural communities with demographics historically under-
